Birchers, Low on Funds, 
StartDuuning Members 


BELMONT, Mass., May 9 
(UPI)— The John Birch Soci- 
ety, steadily losing money and 
lagging in recruiting new 
members, plans no cut back 
in its campaign to extend its 

influence, it was revealed to- 
day. 

Robert Welch, founder and 
president of the Society, an- 
nounced in his May bulletin 
that the Society fell $1 mil- 
lion behind its 1965 goal and 
admitted that the member- 
ship “did not catch up to the 
projected level to match and 
support the expanded field 
staff.” 

He added, however, that the 
Society’s National Council has 
“firmly decided against cut- 
ting back at all.” 

| Welch said operating over- 
head was running consider- 
ably ahead of income but add- 


ed that the Society’s monthly 
magazine and weekly paper 
are “steadily gaining in cir- 
culation and influence. 

“What we need right now is 
contribution of at least $1000 
from every person receiving 
this message,” Welch said. 

Welch said the Society and 
its members spent a total of 
$5 million in 1965 while taking 
in $4,089,000.
